WASHINGTON 
'AP' - Gen 
Geurge Catlett Marshall — who 
helped lead US. arms to victory 
in World War ll and fathered the 
cold war Marshall Plan—died Fri­ 
day after a long illness. He was 
78 


Death tame to Marshall at Wal­ 
ter Reed Army Hospital where he 
had been under care since last 
March ll. There was no immedi­ 
ate word on cause of death, but 
the soldier-statesman had been 
seriously ill since suffering a 
stroke at his winter home in Pine-' 
hurst, N C., last Jan. 15. 
President Eisenhower said Mar­ 
shall's death “ is cause for pro­ 
found grief throughout the United 
States.” 
Eisenhower spoke glowingly of 
Marshall’s World War ll record 
as Army chief of staff and later 
as secretary of state and secre­ 
tary of defense in the administra­ 
tion of President Harry S Tru­ 
man 


Was An Inspiration 


“ His courage, fortitude and vi­ 
sion. his selflessness and stern 
standards of conduct and charac­ 
ter were an inspiration, not only 
within the Army, but throughout 
the nation and among our allies.” 
Eisenhower’s statement said 
“ For his unswerving devotion to 
the safeguarding of the security 
and freedom of our nation, for his 
wise counsel and action and driv­ 
ing determination in times of 
grave danger, we are lastingly in 
his debt.’’

The American Broad­ 
casting Co. said it was not af­ 
fected. since it has no big-money 
shows in that category. 
Stanton s announcement was the 
first industry reaction to a threat 
of government regulation of pro­ 
gramming.

The New Colonialism 


In the rem arkable television discussion last August 
betw een 
President 
Eisenhow er and 
Prim e 
M inister 
M acm illan, the Prim e M inister raised the question of 
colonialism and what he said on that occasion takes 
on a fresh m eaning because of his outstanding victory 
in last w eek's election. 
He said: 


| 
“ . . . Now 
I know what colonialism m eans to 
A m ericans, 
because m y m other w as A m erican. 
It 
m eans the Boston Tea Party and G eorge III and all 
that. 
But colon ialism had a good side. too 
And now 
w e are changing the old E m pire into the new C om ­ 
m onw ealth. 
W e've got a lot of problem s ahead of us 
still in Africa and so forth, but we w ill solve them . 
And you have only to look round and see what is 
happening — India, Pakistan, Ceylon, Ghana, M alaya, 
N igeria soon. W est Indies. 


“ I f s the road on which we are traveling, and 
it isn ’t a sign of w eakness, i f s a sign of strength. 
Don't let anyone in .America think i f s the sun 
setting on the British E m pire, it's the dawn rising 
on the new C om m onw ealth, and if s all part of the 
sam e sto ry .“ 


When the U nited N ations w as form ed, the G eneral 
A ssem bly consisted of 51 nations; this has now been 
increased to 82 nations. 
We are living in an era of 
national proliferation. And each country regards itself 
as sovereign, significan t, im portant. 
M any of these 
nations cannot support them selves on a m odern basis 
and are being assisted by other pow ers. 
It is probable 
that votes in the G eneral A ssem bly of the United 
N ations are. if one w ill pardon the vulgarity of the 
expression, for sale. in the sen se that they are cast 
in favor of that pow er w hence co m es aid or w here 
there is expectation of support. 
It is a sort of diplo­ 
m atic back-scratching. 


W hile the fragm entation of E m pire continues and 
new states 
are being 
born, a contrary 
m ovem ent 
em an ates from Soviet R ussia and Red China. 
They 
have, in fact, entered upon a career of intensive im ­ 
perialism . Soviet R ussia has absorbed im p e r ia lis ts!* 
Ty in Europe alone L atvia. E stonia, Lithuania, Poland, 
C zechoslovakia. H ungary, R um ania. B ulgaria. Albania 
and E ast G erm any. When Hungary attem pted to estab ­ 
lish its independence, it w as w racked by K hrushchev's 
arm ies and all the so-called satellites w ere taught by 
unm easured 
brutality 
to 
behave 
according 
to 
the 
K rem lin's code, 


It is not likely that any of these countries will 
goon risk an uprising 
Soviet R ussia is not expanding 
in Europe, but is m oving into Central Asia 
Red China's im perialism has to do with the filling 
out of the Chien Lung line, that is, the farthest extent 
of the Chinese E m pire during the M anchu dynasty. 
This includes parts of India and there conflict has 
already asserted itself. 
In Tibet, Red China has put 
down the theocracy of the D alai L am a with charac­ 
teristic brutality. A lready one province of India, K er­ 
ala. 
is C om m unistic and Red Chinese troops have 
m arched into Ladakh, Sikkim and Bhutan; they are 
expected to attem pt forays into N epal, A ssam and 
parts of Burm a. 
The conquest of India could lead to 
World War III. 


P akistan is a m em b er of SEATO and w e would be 
required by treaty to go to war in P a k ista n ’s defense. 
India is a m em ber of the C om m onw ealth and if India 
called on G reat Britain for aid, the British would be 
m orally bound to com e to the rescu e, as would P ak is­ 
tan and Ceylon. 
And the United States would not be 
able to stay out. 


So w hereas the

M inister M acm illan said, are abandoning im perial-

for

co-operative 
com m onw ealth 
of 
free 
peoples—a pattern which France is, in a m easure, 
follow ing after its own fashion. Soviet R ussia and 
Red China are building E m pire. 
What is so in­ 
teresting is that to every question concerning this, 
K hrushchev, in effect, replied coarsely, “ Mind your 
own b u siness,” or as they would say in the area 
w here he w as reared. “ Keep your nose out of my 
p ot.” 


K hrushchev, the harbinger of p eace, who stood 
before the United N ations, a veritable M icah. telling 
the world what to do about its sw ords, has been unable 
or he did not really try to get Red China to adopt his 
program of peace.

The fact-finding board appoint­

“ After talking with you. I have 
given some more thought to the 
present existing impasse due to 
my justified objection not to pro­ 
ceed with unsupervised polio im­ 
munization* in the schools. 
I 
would like, therefore, to make 
the following proposals. 
“ The Medical Society. Allegany 
County Chapter of the National 
Foundation and Health Depart­ 
ment agree to sponsor jointly an 
immunization program. 
“ The clinic to be held twice a 
month in the Health Department 
building—one on Saturday from 
IO a rn. to I p. rn. and one on a 
.suitable night fron. 7 to IO p. nu. 
Thi*; vould eliminate the missing 
of school hours by children and 
also would make ramily trans- 
I irtation more possible. 
“ Subject to your opinion, 
I 
would recommend either a cli­ 
nician s fee of $20 for the three 
hours, or the physicians could 
volunteer their services free of 
charge. 
“ The age group involved would 
be from six to 20 years of age. 
The clinic would at this time give 
only a booger or fourth shot to 
individuals who had previously 
received three injections of the 
Salle vaccine 
“ The eligibility would be as 
follows. 
Free shots to be given 
only to actual welfare assistance 
recipients and also foster chil­ 
dre.i and foster families and pos- 
sibly a third category, those re­ 
ferred to the clinic by » physician 
for a free injection. 
Everyone 
else would pay $1 for the booster 
shot to cover the cost of material 
and equipment. 
“ The eligibility would be work­ 
ed out by a committee from tha 
Medical Society, board of direc­ 
tors of the Allegany Chapter of 
the 
National 
Foundation 
and 
health officer and a member of 
the Allegany County Board of 
Commissioners. 
"I feel that this would be a 
compromise between the various 
points of view that you and I dis­ 
cussed. and I also feel that this 
would be a proper beginning to­ 
ward future immunization clinics 
for polio and other communicable 
discases other than 
smallpox, 
which would be acceptable to the 
majority of the Medical Society. 
At the same time it would also be 
acceptable to the general public 
that for a long time was able to 
get easy immunization at no cost 
whatsoever. 
“ I believe that this thing of hav­ 
ing those that can afford it to pay 
at least the cost of the material 
used can be carried over to some 
of our clinics. Although nursing 
consultation is a service available 
to every citizen, immunizations 
and like procedures should be 
charged at least the cost to those 
who are not on relief."
